Those who survlv* this trentmeit with¬ 
out sustaining serious Injury’ are beaten 
with heavy door keys and rubber dubs 
The blows are dealt primarily at their 
faces, but also at their arms and shoul¬ 
ders. Not only the prison warders but 
the highest prison officials amuse them¬ 
selves by taking part In this violent re¬ 
ception meted out to new arrivals. 

At intervals the prisoners are taken 
out of their cella and made to run 
along the corridors of the prison very 
scantily dressed, while they are flogged 
with leather whips, knouts. pelted 
with heavy knee-boots and other mis¬ 
siles. and thrown to the ground and 
stamped upon, or hurled against stone 
walls If they fall to keep up a good 
speed In the face of all these difficul¬ 
ties.-- * 

All these features of Russian prison 
life will be detailed In the forthcoming 
book which Is intended to create sym¬ 
pathy for .Yusslun refugee* In Berlin, 
and to counteract the movement for 
their expulsion.

So far as any pre¬ 
dict loti ran at present be made the crop 
of the province as a whole this year 
will be below last year's total despite 
the big Increase of acreage.
